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This is a decision on the "PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 1.183 TO ACCEPT 
SUBSTITUTE SPECIFICATION IN A REISSUE APPLICATION" , filed 
June 23, 2004. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.183 is GRANTED . 

Applicants have filed the instant petition, requesting that "the 
PTO accept entry of the substitute specification filed August 1, 
2003 in connection with the present application." 

37 CFR 1.125(d) states that a "substitute specification under 
this section is not permitted in a reissue application or in a 
reexamination proceeding." 

In order for a petition under 37 CFR 1.183 to be granted, 
petitioner must demonstrate that this is an extraordinary 
situation where justice requires waiver of the rules.
